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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment, "the intermediate gear is always meshing with the first and second gears," raises 
new issues. The combination of Grobbelaar with applicant's prior art teaches an idler gear that is used in the transmission of power from a 
motor to a miter saw. The combination shows the instant invention and the fact that idler gears are used in saw assemblies is well known 
as further evidenced by references Fiala (5,159,870) and Chaconas (4,433,589).
